Refineries as Briton's Quit 


TEHRAN, IRAN—(AP)—The Anglo-Iranian oil company warned 


the Iranian government today that its refineries at Abadan—th« 
world's largest—may be forced to shut down because of "mass resig- 
nations" of British technicians. 


The warning came as the gov-

said the warning was prompted by 
new Iranian demands that Eric 
Drake, AIOC general mannger in 
Southern Persia, cancel nil leaves 
of company employe*.

number running 60 to 70 per cent higher than the year's 
average. 


In the Dakotas and Wisconsin marriages in June aver- 


age twice the daily number for the year and in Oregon, Ver- 
mont, Minnesota, Massachusetts and Nebraska they are at 
least 70 per cent higher. 


June, however, is not the preferred month for weddings 


in all sections of the country. December is the favored month 
in South Carolina, Mississippi, Arkansas and Georgia. In Ne- 
vada, there is no pronounced seasonal pattern, although the 
summer months are popular, and in Utah the month of choice 
is May.

June is most popular among girls marrying for the first

Although mongolism or mon- 


goloid idiocy has been discussed 
in this column several times a 
number of correspondents. have 
asked for additional information 
or help with special problems. 


One young woman, for example, 


says that her baby brother, who 
is two and a half years old, has 
been diagnosed as a mongoloid. 
The specialist advised that the 
child be placed in an institution, 
but the mother is not well, has 
developed an affection for the 
child and does not want to part 
with him. 


This is indeed a delicate matter 


to handle. Someone in whom, the 
mother has confidence, will have to 
discuss the whole matter with her. 


A mongoloid child docs not grow 


better and will prove an increas- 
ing burden on the parents and is 
likely to prove a drag on the ac- 
tivities and perhaps education of 
the other children. For reasons 
such as these the placing of a 
mongoloid Infant in an institution 
is usually recommended—and this 
should be done as soon after birth 
as possible, partly to avoid the 
development of that very affect- 
ion which the mother mentioned 
has already developed. But even 
though it Is a blow and a wrench 
to do this later it is usually best, 
and tinu at least partUUy numb*

Another question which has" 


been asked is whether parents 
who have had one mongoloid child 
can try for another baby without 
undue risk. There are many fac- 
tors involved and it can perhaps 
only be answered In general by 
stating the mathematical figures.. 
In the population at large a mon- 
goloid child is born about one 
time in 500 to a 1000 births.

Finally people often ask whether

The birth of a mongoloid child 
does not reflect in any way 01 
the parents, the diet, the rela 
lives or the medical care. Care- 
less talk of this sort is painful 
for those who have had this mis- 
fortune and does not reflect favor- 
ably on the intelligence or kind- 
liness of those who Indulge In it.

ROCK ISLAND—(AP)—Traffic 


on the old Hennepin canal will 
come to an end on July 1. 


Lt. Col. G. A. FInley, the army's 


Rock Island district engineer, an- 
nounced today that it will be 
closed to navigation on that date 
as an economy move. 


The 75 mile waterway—known 


formally as the Illinois and Missis- 
sippi canal—runs from the Illinois 
river at Bureau to the Mississippi 
river at Rock Island. 


The canal is owned and oper- 


ated by the federal government. 
It was completed in 1907 at a 
cost of $7,600,000 as a part of a 
water shipping route between Chi- 
cago and the Quad Cities. 


It has been used very little in

launches and other pleasure craft. 


The canal has 38 maintenance 


employes stationed at locks. The 
cost of maintenance has been 
$200,000 a year. 


A move was started a few years 


ago to have the canal widened and 
deepened to accomodate modern 
towboats, but no improvement 
program was adopted. 


A study will be made to deter- 


mine what will be done with the 
canal's facilities and land.
